Hutu Refugees Said Preparing for Zaire Attack

([FBIS Translated Text] Hutu exiles suspected of in- 
volvement in last year’s genocide in Rwanda are pos- 
sibly seeking to take military action or make violent 
protests in order to try and prevent the expulsion of 
refugees from Zaire. Zaire wants all Rwandan refugees 
to leave the country by the end of the year. 


The Zairian threat was the principal subject discussed 
at the secret meeting held last month by Hutu exiles in 
Nairobi with Hutus who control the refugee camps in 
Bukavu, on Lake Kivu in east Zaire. 


Sources in the considerable Hutu community in Nairobi 
report that Pauline Nyiramasuhyko, a minister at the 
time of the bloodbath, headed the delegation. 


"They said that they had to do something by the end 
of the year in order to prevent the refugees being 
persecuted once again,” said a moderate Hutu, who 
wants to remain anonymous. "They want to fight to 
prevent the refugees being forced to leave Zaire. If war 
breaks out in Rwanda and the situation there is unsafe, 
the international community could no longer call for 
their return." 


Another Hutu also said that war in Rwanda would be 
an excuse not to return to Rwanda. "According to their 
reasoning, they cannot make it clear why they should 
stay in Zaire if Rwanda is safe." 


Nyiramasuhyko apparently travelled to Nairobi in the 
company of the leaders of two refugee camps in Bukavu. 
They apparently spoke with Agathe Habyarimana, a 
Hutu with extremist ideas on the extermination ¢f 
the Tutsi minority, and who was married to former 
Rwandan President Juvenal Habyarimana. She now 
lives in Nairobi. The delegation also apparently spoke 
with Francois Nzabahimana, chairman of Rwanda’s 
RDR [Rally for the Return of Refugees and Democracy 
to Rwanda] opposition party. Such a meeting casts the 
RDR in a strange light since the party has publicly 
condemned the genocide and expressed the desire to 
cooperate with the War Tribunal in The Hague. It seems 
the RDR chairrgan travelled especially from Brussels for 
the meeting. 


Nyiramasuhyko was family and women’s affairs minis- 
ter. She is accused of having personally designated Tut- 
sis for execution in Butare, the university town in the 
south of Rwanda. In Nairobi she not only talked with 
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the Hutus, but has also been involved in fund-raising 
activities for the government-in-exile. 


After 15,000 refugees were expelled in August, the 
Zairian foreign minister told UNHCR in Geneva that 
Zaire wanted all the refugees out by 31 December, 


The great unrest among Hutu extremists indicates that 
they have not succeeded in reaching an agreement with 
the government in Kinshasa. It seems that no exception 
is to be made for them and that they must also leave. 


Zambia recently imprisoned 18 suspects, Rwandans in 
Nairobi say. These include Georges Rutaganda, former 
deputy president of the Interahamwe [pro-Republican 
National Movement for Democracy and Development] 
militia, former minister Jean de Dieu Habineza, and a 
former prefect in Kigali, Come Bizimungu. 


But in Kenya, President Daniel Arap Moi has taken 
the side of the exiles who consider that the War 
Tribunal must also look at the airplane accident of 6 
April 1994 in which President Habyarimana and his 
Burundian counterpart died. This accident led directly 
to the genocide. Arap Moi first said that he would not 
allow the tribunal to conduct inquiries in Kenya, but 
after strong criticism he changed his opinion and called 
on the killers to leave the country as he could not protect 
them. 


In June, UNHCR estimated that there were some 
300,000 refugees in Bukavu and 720,000 in Goma, 
which lies to the north of Lake Kivu. Some 60,000 
refugees from Burundi also live in the area of Uvira, 
on Lake Tanganyika. 


UNHCR reports that an increasing number of refugees 
are voluntarily leaving Zaire and Tanzania. On Monday 
1,500 Rwandans left Goma, the largest group in any 
one day this year. The Rwandan Government says it 
can "process" 20,000 people a day. 


Hutu extremists can do little to prevent Zaire from 
implementing its deadline. Last year the Rwandan 
Patriotic Front [RPF] defeated an army of some 30,000 
soldiers, most of whom are now living in the refugee 
camps in Zaire. They seem too badly organized to 
start another war through border attacks or guerrilla 
incursions. 


They can refuse to leave the camps or, as one exile said, 
ensure that large groups of refugees cross the border 
together, so that the RPF Tutsis are unable to pick out 
the killers.

Zambia Arrests 18 for Role in Genocide

suspects have been arrested in Zambia. A statement 
issued by the Rwandan Embassy in Pretoria says 
police in Zambia have arrested 18 people accused of 
participating in last year’s genocide in which about a 
million people lost their lives in Rwanda. Earlier, reports 
said that eight Rwandan genocide suspects had been 
arrested and that the search was continuing. 


According to the statement, the arrested men include 
a prominent businessman, a former minister of social 
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affairs, and a former mayor of the city of Kigali. These 
and others still at large are described as wanted men on 
the list of the Government of Rwanda as well as the 
international tribunal established by the UN. 


The Rwandan Embassy said credit should go to the 
Zambian Government for becoming the first African 
country to arrest genocide suspecis, adding that the 
Zambian police were hunting for another three notorious 
suspects believed to be hiding in Zambia. The statement 
further said that the move was a clear indication 
that President Chiluba’s government was committed to 
human rights and upholding the rule of law. [passage

(FBIS Transcribed Text] Dramatic details of how the 
highest-ranking official in the National Intelligence 
Agency [NIA] allegedly threatened this week to shoot 
his wife and children emerged yesterday: 


The Flying Squad was called by one of the children of 
NIA director-general Dr Sizakele Whijmore Sigxasie 
after he allegedly threatened to shoot his wife and family 
during an argument at their home in Newlands, Pretoria, 
on Tuesday night. He and one of his children were 
apparently injured in the fracas. 


Siqxashe is the second top security official to become 
embroiled in controversy this month. NIA security chief 
Mziwendoda Mdluli, who died from a gunshot wound 
in mysterious circumstances, has since been labelled an 
agent and a drug smuggler. 


Siqxashe, the former deputy chief of the ANC’s national 
intelligence service, and his wife allegedly became 
involved in an argument so intense that one of their 
children had to make an emergency call to the police to 
intervene. 


Mrs Siqxashe made a sworn affidavit to the policemen 
who responded to the cali claiming that she had been 
"threatened with death”. 


She is said to have implored the policemen to confiscate 
her husband’s firearm. But he apparently refused to hand 
it over. He then left for hospital to be treated for a minor 
injury, keeping the keys to the safe in which the firearm 
was kept. 

It is understood that Siqxashe suffered a cut to his finger 
when a glass plate he allegedly threw against the wall, 
shattered. One of his children was also allegedly cut on 
the head by the glass. 
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Police waited at his home in Loskop Street, and when 
he returned, two officers had a talk with him. According 
to information obtained by Spectrum, he appeared to be 
under the influence of alcohol. 


At this stage, the officers informed the area commis- 
sioner, Major-General Corrie Naude, of the situation. 
He ordered that the duty officer be present at the scene, 
and he was then informed that police had finally man- 
aged to confiscate Siqxashe’s firearm. Naude indicated 
that he approved of the action to confiscate the firearm. 


Police indicated yesterday that despite Siqxashe’s high 
rank and positions the law would be allowed to take its 
course and that the matter would be investigated like 
any other ease. 


Commenting on the incident, Moe Shaik, advisor to 
Deputy Intelligence Minister Joe Nhlanhla, said the 
ministry had established that it was a "minor domestic 
dispute. At no time was the life or person of anyone in 
the Sigxashe household at risk or threa.ened. It is rather 
unfortunate that a minor family dispute should find its 
way into the media in such a dramatic form".

The South African Army had deployed more soldiers 
a month in the past year than at the height of the 
Namibian border war, army chief Lt-Gen Reg Otto said 
on Thursday [19 October]. 


The cost of deploying 5,862 full-time soldiers between 
October last year and September this year was almost 
R32 million (rands) a month, he told the annual army 
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seminar in Pretoria. This excluded expenses for calling 
up part-time forces. "It is not generally known that over 
the past year at least the army was called upon to deploy 
more troops on a monthly average for operational use 
inside the country than was ever the case at the height 
of the Namibian border [war] and the internal settlement 
struggle comb) .ed." 


Otto said he would like to see the army withdraw from 
its role of supporting the South African Police Service 
[SAPS] by 1999. "I am afraid this does not appear to be 
attainable, no matter how large and efficient the SAPS 
may become." 


The country’s internal problems would persist unless 
various segments of population were lifted from a 
"swamp of destitution and economic despair", Otto 
said. The army should therefore support reconstructior 
and development where possible. It should, however, 
refrain from intruding on the role of the private sector. 
"Recently we were called upon to aid in the construction 
of a road somewhere in the Eastern Cape,” Otto said. 
"Local contractors were soon up in arms to protest 
against what they saw as interference in their capacity 
to earn a living." 


On the representativeness, he said the lower ranks 
of the army already reflected the composition of the 
population. This was not the case among higher ranks 
because it took time to train military leaders. The 
army would continue its focused training programme to 
provide capable commanding officers. "This has become 
necessary due to a marked drop in interest among the 
white population segment in becoming military leaders," 
Otto said.

— Both the African National Congress and the National 
Party [NP] on Thursday [19 October] night welcomed 
the tabling of the first working draft of South Africa’s 
final constitution, but the NP stressed it had strong 
reservations about many aspects of the document. 


Both parties called on all South Africans to in- 
volve themselves in debate on the document and the 
constitution-making process. 


The ANC said in a statement that significant progress 
had been made in reaching consensus on many aspects 
of the final constitution and on many vital issues there 
had been a narrowing of differences between the parties 
in the Constitutional Assembly. This laid the basis 
"for a constructive and consensual outcome to the 
constitution-making process". The ANC was confident 
that the outcome of this process would result in "finally 
removing the shackles of apartheid". 


Constitutional Affairs Minister Roelf Meyer said in a 
statement that while the NP welcomed the publication 
of the first working draft, it should be remembered that 
the published text "in no way represents the full and final 
picture of the process”. A large number of proposals had 
not been agreed to and were still mere proposals. "Other 
matiers have been omitted as no firm working models 
in respect of those issues have yet been formulated." 


Meyer added: "Of course, we have serious reservations 
about several matters addressed in the working draft. 
Some others we even totally disagree with." The NP 
would however continue "in a consensus-seekirg way 
to discuss the proposals with all parties... We will also 
in respect of outstanding matters submit new proposals”. 


The draft informed all South Africans on the current 
proposals for a new constitution, provided insight into 
the process, and allowed assessment on the Constitu- 
tional Assembly’s progress, Meyer said.

Cabinda Movement Leader Urges Halt to Clashes

north of Cabinda, along the border with Congo. Regi- 
naldo Silva reports from Luanda: 


{Silva} Such clashes, which include artillery raids, are 
already causing a new exodus of people from the area 
to neighboring countries. It is estimated that more than 
2,000 people have fied. 


The clashes began in Sanga village, Luango, and spread 
to neighboring villages. Speaking by telephone to the 
BBC from the city of Cabinda this afternoon, Father 
Uaco said the clashes between UNITA and FLEC-FAC 
troops, which had been living together harmoniously, 
followed an argument that led to UNITA detaining some 
members of N’zita Tiago’s faction. 


Uaco said there was no political reason for the clashes 
between UNITA and FLEC-FAC, but he added that 
the situation may become serious, particularly in the 
wake of recent optimism over a peaceful solution to 
the Cabinda conflict. Uaco said that if the current ten- 
sion between UNITA and FLEC-FAC prevails, there is 
the possibility that other FLEC factions will become 
involved in support of N'zita Tiago. This would com- 
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plicate the situation, particularly now that the UNITA 
leader has expressed his willingness to contribute to a 
Gecisive solution to the conflict. 


Uaco said he was unaware of the statements by the 
UNITA leader during his recent trip that the solution to 
Cabinda problem excludes the possibility of territorial 
independence. Uaco said that if these statements are 
true, it is regrettable. He said he believes that the 
Angulans have no right to impose a solution on the 
people of Cabinda. 


Over the last few weeks, Uaco’s organization has been 
very active in promoung dialogue between the enclave’s 
different factions. The organization believes that only 
after the representatives of Cabinda find a common 
stand will it be possible to discuss the future of the 
territory with the government, and this excludes any 
prior conditions set by the Popular Movement for the 
Liberation of Angola or UNITA. [passage omitted]

Structural-Adjustment” . 


"Fortunately, one problem we do not share with a num- 
ber of countries on our continent is that of a crippling 
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debt burden. The strong :nanagement of government re- 
sources in the past has steered us clear of falling into 
the debt trap and we know that we need to avoid doing 
so in the future,” the King said. 

The King said the economic maladies facing the country 
gave birth to the national consultation on the economy 
which has come out with a list of recommendations 
which touches on every aspect of the natioa’s life and 
covered such key issues as land tenure, resettlement, the 
central role of women, population control, small Swazi 
business incentives, agricultural policy, education, hu- 
man resource development and many others. 

Referring to the economic Vusela [consultative com- 
mittee] recommendations, the King said: "...We have a 
blueprint of the nation’s wishes for our economic and 
social development.

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News of the alleged plot broke last week when it 
was disclosed that in August ZANU (Ndonga) militant 
William Nemakonya appeared before a secret court 
for allegedly trying to lay a landmine near Harare on 
Mugabe’s route to his rural home in Zvimba.

No, war is not 
inevitable! Cote d’Ivoire must and can avoid it. 


In the name of God who is the creator and supreme 
judge of each human being, whatever his importance 
and history, we appeal to your conscience as believers 
or well-meaning people. Man is not his own absolute 
master. God watches him, God judges him. Therefore, 
man cannot do whatever he likes with his life or with 
his neighbors’ lives. He will have to account for his 
behavior to God some day, and it will be for him the 
time to tell the truth. That is why morality — ethics 
— should govern his fundamental choices. Thou shall 
not kill, God has said. Thou shall kill neither the young 
nor the old to satisfy thy personal thirst for power in 
wanting to conquer or to consolidate. 
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We, your spiritual leaders — pastors of the Protestant 
Church, imams, and Catholic bishops — we say it again 
with much deference to you all, officials and people 
from the opposition as well as from the government, do 
know that you are citizens like the others. In no case, can 
you confiscate the future of the innocent and voiceless. 
You are not the only owners of Cote d'Ivoire. You are 
only those ruling it or those temporarily seeking to rule 
it. You have no right to cause the destruction of the 
country because of power. 


We, your spiritual leaders — imams, pastors of the 
Protestant Church, Catholic bishops — we appeal to 
your conscience, that is you, men and women from the 
silent majority. Pray! Pray a lot! Organize fasting! But 
be mobilized to shout loudly: We do not want war. It 
does not bring anything good, either for the fighters 
or for the others. It is a question of logic and common 
sense. Common sense which, it is said, is the best shared 
thing in the world. One will finally doubt whether it 
still exists when one sees those various stupidities that 
incite brothers against one another only to cause useless 
bloodbath. Woe onto them who trigger the culture of 
violence in all its forms! God will punish them. 


You, the silent majority, men and women, be mobi- 
lized! Speak to those who are getting excited — men 
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and women, especially youth, the very young vandals 
pushed into the streets and roads through money or false 
promises by politicians of all leanings who want, by 
doing so, to prove their mobilization power. [passage
